Columbus, Feb. 23.—Former Sen- 


ator Theodore E. iBurton of Cleve- 
land, today filed with Secretary oi 
State Hlldebrant, his 'formal 
an- 


nouncement that he will be a candi- 
date for the Republican presidential 
nomination, in connection 
with 
a 


declaration o£ candidacy of William 
Cooper Procter, Cincinnati manufac- 
turer, for delegate-at-large to 
the 


Republican convention. 


The declaration of Mr. 
Procter 


was accompanied by a statement of 
Senator Burton giving gfcrmission for 
use of bis name. 
Mr. Procter in accordance 
with 


the Ohio primary law, declared his 
first choice for the presidential nom- 
ination is Senator Burton, but did 
not indicate, a second choice. That 
was made impossible at this time 
because no other candidate for Pres- 
ident on the Republican ticket has 
notified Secretary of State 
Hilde- 
brant of his candidacy. This is the 
first statement of candidacy for del- 
egate-at-large on either the 
Demo- 
cratic or Republican tickets to be 
filed with the secretary of state. 
Secretary Hildebrant directed that 


the statement be accepted and placed 
on file. According to his recent rul- 
ing, ifc Ftt1 not be necessary tor Mr 
Button "fo make any of the formal 
statements to permit other delegates 
at Jarge or by districts to declare 
thfcfr tUt& ehotce for him. 
Th« Jtqrm u«ed by Mr. Proctor and 


Mr. Burton had been 
printed par- 


ticularly for the Burton candidacy. 
They said this indicated that a num- 
ber had been prepared and probably 
would be distributed 
among pros- 
pective candidates for delegates who 
wish to declare for Burton as first 
choice.

gates second choice, but this was not 
Filled 6ij the Prqcter declaration.

FIGHTING VERY VIOLENT 


Movement Has Been lit 


Progress Three Weeks, 
Beginning January 29, 
And Has Resulted In Im- 
portant Gains—Germans 
Valiantly Resist All Ef- 
forts To Dislodge Them. 


The Germans in a great offensive 


are driving for the French fortress 
ot Verdun and already have succeed- 
ed in penetrating two miles into the 
French lines in the Woevre region. 
The drive resulting in this advance 
was along a ten mile front. It had 
Its impulse almost directly to 
the 


north of Verdun where the Germans 
successively occupied the 
Haumoht 


wood and then the village. itself, 
bringing them within eight miles ot 
the fortress. Fighting of great vio- 
lence is continuing. The present; 
German offensive has been in prog- 
ress more than three weeks. It has 
resulted in important net gains for, 
while at some points ,the allies were 
able to regain parts of the ground 
lost the Germans have clung* tenac- 
iously to many positions despite all 
efforts to dislodge them. 


Beginning January 29, the German 


effort was first directed at the jnuch- 
fought-over ground in , the Artois, 
near the Belgian border, the war of- 
fice announcing the capture of 1500 
yards of French trenches northwest 
of Neuville-St. Vaast.' French posi- 
tions south of the river Somme over 
a front of more than a thousand 
yards also were taken. 


The activity slackened for a few 


days on the German side but the Ger- 
mans had to submit to numerous 
French counter attacks -which they 
declare thpv withstood successfully 
retaining virtually all the ground 
taken. 


By February 9, however, the drive 


had been resumed in tb/e Artois, with, 
the taking of more than 800 yards 
of French positions west of Vimy 
reported. 
These gains were an- 


nounced two days later to have been 
contended while shortly 
afterward 


the French lines in the Champagne 
were attacked and upwards of 700 
yards of trenches. captured. 
The 


British tines in Belgium were next 
given attention and Ldndon admit- 
ted the taking of 
600 yards of 


trenches near Ypres by the Germans 
on February 
15. Less important 
> 


gains have also been announced from 
time to time in various sectors ot 
the front. 


The drive in the Artois was resum- 


ed this week and yesterday Berlin 
reported the capture of more than 
SOO yards of 'French positions east 
of Souches. 
With it come the ad- 


vance in the region of Verdun which 
the French last night admitted was 
on a wide front and that they lost 
the wood of Haumont and the Salient 
In the French line north of Beau- 
mont.
